In Sunday's papers we quoted the Colorado Democratic platforms of 1904 and 


1906, denouncing the Mpyer decision rendered by Judges Gabbert and Campbell as "in- 
famous." Those platforms declared that tfie decision was rendered as "the price paid for 
the contributions of colorations to the campaign fund of the Republican p^rty." 
In 


those 1904 and 1906 platforms the Democratic party pledged itself to overthrow the Moyer 
decision, and Governor Antntons ran for office in 1904 and 1906 on thcs? platfomu. We 
now callattention to the platform of 1908. The truth is that the Democratic party has 
never made a campaign in Colorado since the "infamous'^Moyer decision, without de- 
bouncing that decision and its author Judge Gabbert. In every election the Democratic 
party has rallied the working men to its standard by declaring that it was oppose^ to the 
Moyer decision. 


In 1908 four Supreme-Judges were to be elected. T^he Democratic party, to secure 


those offices, made the Moyer decision again its,war cry. A direct attack was made on the 
Supreme Court, ListenJMhls plan in the 1908 platform: 


"We confess with humilition that the majority of the highest judicial tribunal 


of this state has forfeited the confidence and respect of the people of Color»<1o «-*d 3ic'*cJ 
the contemptuous criticism of the people of other states. We *sk the support of the voter» 
for the election of judges of the Supreme Court who will ^minister equal justice with- 
out f car or favor." 


On this platform denouncing the Moyer decision, the Democrats nominated S. Har- 


rison White, Morton S. Bailey, W. A. Hill and George W. Musser for Judges, andShafroth 
for Governor. The Republican state convention accepted the gauge of battle thrown down 
by the Democrats. Its plank read: 


"We condemn the outrageous attack upon the Supreme-Court by the Democratic 


platform. We appeal to the people to maintain the present exalted standard of our high- 
est tribunal by electing the ftepublicau candidates for Supreme Court." 


A terrific campaign followed. All over the state went the Democratic candidates 


denouncing Judge Gabbert. One of the present Democratic Supreme Judges, in a public 
address, said: 


"To rc\ch cttf Supreme Court some people go in at the front door, some go in at the 


tyAr£ door, wi John WaUron (who got the court to decide that Moyer could be held by 
Gov«uior Peabody indefinitely) jumps in thro'igh the window." 


The leaders of the Democratic party appealed to the working people to stand by 


Judge Steele in his dissenting opinion in the .Moyer case. Governor Adams, in a letter 
to the Rocky Mountain News, said: 


"Our Supreme Court has losMhe confidence of a-vast number of our citizens. 


* * The four judges on the Democratic ticket should be elected. Those men, in con- 
junction with Judge Steele, will be a majority." 


The ftocky Mountain News said editorially: 
"They can nominate and elect four men like Judge Steele, or they can nominate 


and possibly elect four men like Gabbert. Which will they do? The Democrats of th« 
State have execrated Gabbert for years and they have ve,uu;ted Steele." 


The county Democratic platforms followed the lead of the state platform in de- 


nouncing the Moyer case. A fair sample is the Teller county platform, which read: 


"We express our profound respect »nd giafitude to Chief Justice Robert W. Steele, 


who has ever stood like a stone wall agninst every «*8»ult upon liberty and law." 


The working men rallied to the Democrats, who promised to overthrow the Moyer 


decision, and four Democratic Judges took their seats, pledged to stand by Robert W. 
Steele, whose bold stand for liberty was the campaign rallying; cry.
